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Surgery can’t cope 
with more patients 


HEALTH bosses in Honiton say the town’s sur¬ 
gery is at capacity and may not be able to cope 
with an influx of new patients if proposals for a 
major housing development are approved. 

Last week, planning chiefs at East Devon District 
Council finally reached a decision on controversial 
plans for 300 new homes to be built on land west of 
Hayne Lane on the edge of Honiton. 

Members of the council’s planning inspections com¬ 
mittee voted narrowly in favour of the plans, but the 
decision will be reviewed by Eric Pickles MP - the 
Secretary of State for Communities and Local Gov¬ 
ernment - before the proposals are finally signed off. 

Ahead of the meeting on Friday however, partners 
at Honiton surgery wrote to the council to make clear 
their serious concerns about healthcare provision in 
the town.

Friends offer £300k 
to keep hospital beds 

AXMINSTER Hospital League of Friends will offer the 
NHS £300,000 over three years to keep the in-pa¬ 
tient beds at Axminster Hospital. 

The sensational proposal was announced during 
the public forum of Axminster Town Council follow¬ 
ing an urgent extraordinary meeting of the League 
of Friends late yesterday (Monday) afternoon. 

The League of Friends fear that NHS Northern East¬ 
ern and Western Devon Clinical Commissioning 
Group (NEW CCG) will close the current 10 in-patient 
beds to save money. 

NEW CCG has not made a formal announcement, 
but the League of Friends were so worried they 
called the urgent extraordinary meeting before 
speaking during public forum at Axminster Town 
Council. 

Dr James Vann retired from ‘active duty’ at Axmin¬ 
ster Medical Practice earlier this year, but is still em¬ 
ployed and has spent the last few months trying to 
find a solution to the hospital issue. 

He told the town council that he had received infor¬ 
mation that NEW CCG will propose next week to 
close in-patient beds at Axminster Hospital. 

As a result, there is a serious fear that clinics and 
day case surgery would gradually follow suit, with 
the hospital eventually closing down altogether. 

Dr Vann said: “I’m concerned that if we lose the 
beds, it is the start of a slippery slope.’’ 

During its urgent extraordinary meeting, the 
League of Friends, who have pumped millions of 
pounds into the hospital over the years, agreed to 
make an offer to support Axminster Hospital with up 
to £100,000 per year for three years on condition that 
the in-patient beds remain and that the majority of 
patients are local. 

A letter in which the offer will be made will be writ¬ 
ten and sent this week. 

Speculation has been rife in recent months over the 
future of the community hospitals in East Devon but 
this newspaper understands that only Axminster is 
earmarked for the complete withdrawal of in-pa¬ 
tient beds. 


I STARTED my journalistic career in Honiton in a 
dingy room above Arthur Dimond’s shop in the 
High Street. That was 50 years ago this summer. 

Even in those far-off days when reporters at¬ 
tended virtually every local event, it was clear that 
Honiton was in desperate need of a community 
hall. 

The Makarness Hall, at the side of St Paul’s 
Church and opposite the office, was the only real 
meeting place in the centre of town in those days. 
And it continued that way until fairly recently 
when the magnificent Beehive Centre opened its 
doors amid much controversy. 

I use the word “magnificent” somewhat gingerly 
because the building of the centre has been the 
cause of much falling out in the town. 

I made a long-overdue visit to the Beehive last 
week after receiving an invitation from the group 
of volunteers who are working so hard to make the 
centre a success, led by former Honiton mayor 
Vernon Whitlock, who has been fighting for such 
a facility for 30 years. 

The first thing that impressed me was the enthu¬ 
siasm of the volunteers. It’s turned out to be pretty 
much of a full-time job since the doors first 
V ^ened in March and there’s been no let-up since. 


SEATON 

Confirmation of 
plans for the Grove 


A PLAN to turn a Seaton nightclub into a housing, 
office, retail and gym complex has been con¬ 
firmed. 

The plan to convert The Grove was leaked by dis¬ 
trict councillors Jim Knight and Peter Burrows 
earlier this summer, and appeared on the latter’s 
website. 

Those involved, however, kept a lid on their plans 
and did not comment at the time. 

But Axminster Tools & Machinery has now con¬ 
firmed that it is working with LED Leisure (which 
manages East Devon District Council’s sport and 
leisure centres) to find land and construct gyms 
throughout East Devon. 

The plan is to replace The Grove with a ‘purpose- 
made gym to suit the modern needs of a wide age

I was even more impressed when I was given a tour 
of the building, which also houses offices for Honiton 
Town Council. There are many other towns in Pul¬ 
man’s Country who would give their eye-teeth for 
such a quality facility. 

I was surprised that when a local poll was held to 
give the people of Honiton the chance to vote on 
whether they wanted the town council to proceed 
with the community centre project, the majority 
said “no”. However, there was only a 13 per cent 
turn- out, hardly representative. 

I hear another poll might be in the offing over the 
future governance of the centre. 

It’s a very long time since I covered Honiton Town 
Council and I’m clearly not qualified to comment on 
the conflicting views. But what I do know is this: 
Honiton has a brilliant facility and it is clear by the 
programme of events that it is being well used by 
the community. 

Becoming a charity seems an eminently sensible 
idea to me and I hope that it won’t be long before 
those responsible for running the facility, town 
councillors and volunteers, can resolve their differ¬ 
ences and draw a line under the animosity that 
clearly exists. 

The Beehive is a great asset to Honiton. 


■ I AM writing this column on Monday afternoon, a 
few hours before there is going to be a momentous 
announcement over the future of Axminster Hos¬ 
pital. It will not be good news. 

This is such an important issue that we have de¬ 
cided to delay the printing of our Axminster edition 
so we can report on the announcement due to be 
made at Axminster Town Council this evening 
(Monday). 

It looks like Axminster has lost the fight to retain 
NHS funded in-patient beds, the only community 
hospital in East Devon to do so. 

Over the years Axminster Hospital League of 
Friends have pumped millions into the hospital and 
it looks as though if the town is to keep its in-pa¬ 
tient beds the League will have to dig deep once 
again. They have the financial resources but with¬ 
out their backing the beds will almost certainly go. 

Local doctors fear if the beds are closed it is un¬ 
likely they will ever be restored. If that is the case, 
what will happen to hospital long term? 

Although the NHS will never admit to it, it seems 
that closure is a very real possibility in the future. 
The NHS says there are no plans to close Axmin¬ 
ster; not now but what about in three years?

Work on factory 
site to start soon 

LONG-AWAITED building work on the site of the 
former Ottermill Switchgear factory could get un¬ 
derway by the end of this month following the com¬ 
pletion of lengthy negotiations, councillors have 
reported. 

Planning permission was granted more than a 
year ago for developer Churchill Property South 
West to build on the old factory site, but the process 
has since stalled due to complex funding issues. 

Plans for 100 new homes and the conversion of 
the Old Mill itself into an apartment block were ap¬ 
proved, before being hit by delays. 

Negotiations between the developer and East 
Devon District Council - the planning authority - 
reached a successful conclusion back in May. 

But over the summer both parties have been 
thrashing out the final terms of section 106 agree¬ 
ments - key documents that set out financial con¬ 
tributions Churchill will make to ensure the 
community can sustain the development. 

The process was complicated further by the na¬ 
ture of the proposed build, which includes multiple 
developments of different types. 

At a recent meeting, Mayor Glyn Dobson gave as¬ 
surances that the agreement would be finalised by 
the middle of Septembers.

Police issue appeal 
for shoplifting couple 


POLICE are on the hunt for a pair of 
shoplifters who stole a number of 
high-value cosmetic items from a 
Honiton drugstore, before commit¬ 
ting a spate of similar offences across 
Devon. 

Officers investigating the string of 
incidents, which also cover Ex¬ 
mouth, Newton Abbot and Ply¬ 
mouth, have issued images of two 
suspects they are trying to identify in 
relation to the crime wave. 

Police believe the couple, a man 
and a woman, pictured below left, 
worked together to orchestrate the 
burglaries, which have amounted to 
thousands of pounds worth of stolen 
goods. 

The pair first visited the Boots store 
in Honiton during October last year, 
where they made off with a number 
of expensive cosmetic items. 

They then repeated the trick, re- 
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turning in November to snatch a fur¬ 
ther load of goods. 

Between March and June this year, 
a series of similar offences have been 
recorded by police, at the Greenhill 
Retail Park in Newton Abbot, the 
Magnolia shopping centre in Ex¬ 
mouth and the Dingles store in Ply¬ 
mouth city centre. 

Police estimate that around £400 to 
£500 of goods was stolen on each oc¬ 
casion. 

A spokesperson for the force ex¬ 
plained how the pair of shoplifters 
have been working together to swipe 
the expensive items: “On each occa¬ 
sion they act together, with the 
woman initially entering the store, 
selecting high-value cosmetics and 
electrical items which she places in 
a basket. 

“Her male accomplice then enters 
the store a short time later, pushing 
an empty push chair. 

“The items are then placed in the 
push chair and the man leaves. The 
woman then abandons the basket and 
then leaves, not purchasing any¬ 
thing.” 

The female suspect is described as 
being aged between 30 and 40, 
around five feet and six inches in 
height, with dark hair in a pony tail, 
wearing black and white glasses. 


Police believe the man is of similar 
age and height, bald-headed with a 
“chubby” build, and is likely to be 
seen with a dark-coloured push chair 
with orange detailing around the 
chair and hood. 

The police spokesperson added: 
“Anyone who recognises either of 
these persons or has any information 
regarding the thefts is asked to con¬ 
tact police on 101, quoting reference 
CR/67065/14 or call Crimestoppers 
on 0800 555111.” 

• POLICE have also issued a CCTV 
image of a man,pictured below, they 
wish to talk to in connection with a 
separate incident in a Honiton betting 
shop. 

It is alleged that the man used a £50 
note that proved to be counterfeit, 
when visiting the Coral bookmakers 
in Honiton on June 6th. 

The investigating officer is PC Jon 
Stephens and the incident reference 
is CR/08006614.

at how quickly we are working at capacity again. 

“With the build that may happen [the planned new homes] 
the partners feel it is going to go beyond capacity.” 

Correspondence from the surgery read out at the meeting 
indicated that more than 16,000 patients were already being 
cared for and that its ability to cope with a further rise had 
not been given due consideration. 

It also suggested further restmcturing of the surgery could 
cost around £750,000 and contributions should be sought 
from the developer to cover the expense. 

But Mr Spiller said that previous meetings with the NHS 
Clinical Commissioning Group (CCG), which oversees the 
mnning of health services in East Devon, had indicated that 
no financial contributions would be needed. 

He said: “Those are the correct people [the CCG] to seek 
that contribution. The request from the surgery does not jus¬ 
tify why that money is required.” 

Developer Welbeck Strategic Land was represented by 
legal expert John Steele QC, who urged the committee to 
look at the “best” evidence, which he said came from the 


CCG, not the surgery. 

He also said it would not be “right or proper within law” 
for a decision on the development to be changed without 
clear evidence. 

Strong representations were again made by residents of 
Honiton and Gittisham, who argued that the site was in an 
unsustainable location, far from key facilities in the town 
centre .They also suggested Honiton’s schools would be un¬ 
able to cope with the influx of new pupils, and that the dis¬ 
tance from amenities would necessitate travel by car, likely 
to create congestion problems along the single-track access 
lane to the site. 

Despite further claims by the committee’s own vice-chair¬ 
man, Councillor David Key, that the plans would “min” the 
green area around Honiton and cause “out of this world” 
congestion at the Turk’s Head junction, councillors were 
eventually minded to approve the application, subject to ap¬ 
propriate health service contributions being made by the 
developer. 

The plans will now be reviewed by the Secretary of State 
before a final decision is reached.

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Tesco stores refused license 
for staff gaming machines 


APPLICATIONS to install gaming machines in Tesco 
staff canteens in Axminster, Seaton and Honiton 
branches have either failed or been withdrawn. 

The applications were mentioned in agenda papers 
for East Devon District Council's (EDDC) Licensing 
& Enforcement Committee meeting on Wednesday, 
August 27 th. 

A sub-committee hearing was held to consider three 
applications for Club Gaming Machine permits for 
“staff social clubs” located at Tesco stores in Honiton, 
Seaton and Axminster. 

If granted, each permit would have allowed up to 
three gaming machines in each staff canteen. 

The applications were made by a gaming machine 
supplier who holds a machine supplier’s operator’s li¬ 
cence issued by the Gambling Commission. 

The agenda report explained: "The hearing was ad¬ 
journed to allow a sub-committee request to see evi¬ 
dence that a members’ club existed for each of the 
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stores." 

Councillors and officers visited the Axminster 
branch and the hearing reconvened on July 16th, the 
agenda report saying: "Having considered all material 
and representations, the sub-committee considered 
that the applicants at Honiton and Seaton were not 
members’ clubs pursuant to S.266 of the Gambling 
Act 2005 and the applications relating to the stores at 
Honiton and Seaton were refused. 

"The application relating to the Ax min ster store was 
adjourned at the request of the applicant’s agent, Mr 
Richards. 

"This was to enable the applicant to take instructions 
from the club on the continuance of the application. 

"Mr Richards has since emailed a request for this ap¬ 
plication to be withdrawn."

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Call to Join ‘dementia friendly’ scheme 


AN ARMY of local businesses and 
community organisations have 
given their backing to a unique ini¬ 
tiative designed to transform Honi- 
ton into a ‘dementia friendly’ town. 

A whole host of interested parties 
have already offered their support 
to the scheme, which aims to raise 
awareness of memory loss and re¬ 
lated problems to help improve the 
lives of residents with dementia. 

The model involves an ‘alliance’ 
of representatives from across the 
community, who will help to 
spread the word. 

And those behind the scheme 
hope to assemble a team of ‘de¬ 
mentia friends’ who will be given 
special training to spot the signs of 
memory loss and assist other mem¬ 
bers of the public. 

Leaders of the scheme won the 
backing of the town council and 
chamber of commerce in June, and 
have since approached local 
schools and the All Hallows Mu¬ 
seum to seek their support. 

They are now appealing for vol¬ 
unteers to come forward, whether 
as individuals or representatives of 
community groups, to contribute to 
the project. 

Dementia Friendly Community 
Champion, Heather Penwarden, 
said: “One in three people will 
know someone that suffers with 
memory loss, and our idea is to cre¬ 
ate a dementia friendly community 
where someone that is living with 
dementia can carry on feeling like 
a part of their community. 

“That needs the active involve- 
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ment of the community itself. 

“We are holding a meeting in Oc¬ 
tober where we hope to set up a 
steering group to lead the project, 
and we will soon be in a position to 
go onto the next stage.” 


The illness is thought to cost the 
UK economy around £23 billion a 
year, and at least 200 people in 
Honiton are believed to be suffer¬ 
ing with symptoms of memory 
loss. 

The process of transforming 
Honiton into a dementia friendly 


town could take between 12 and 18 
months, including a dementia 
awareness day and a public cam¬ 
paign to improve understanding. 

Mrs Penwarden added: “Working 
closely with Honiton Memory 
Cafe, we already have sessions 
planned at Honiton Community 


College, and there are lots of other 
projects lined up to get people of 
all ages and walks of life thinking 
about dementia.”

Council to apply for play area in chapel 
grounds despite district officer’s advice 


COLYTON parish councillors have agreed to go ahead 
with a planning application for a new play area in the 
grounds of St Michael’s Chapel of Ease in Colyford, de¬ 
spite planning officers advising that they were unlikely 
to receive permission. 

The chapel grounds has been identified as the only vi¬ 
able site for a play area in the village but after East 
Devon District Council’s planning officers advised that 
permission was unlikely to be granted, due to the prox¬ 
imity of the listed building and being in a Conservation 
Area, parish councillors were unsure whether to push 
ahead with the project. 

Colyton currently has £22,000 in Section 106 funds, 
donated by local developers, to spend on children’s play 
facilities in the village but the money could be lost if it 
is not spent by next spring. 

Proposals to build the play area, which would include 
wooden equipment for toddlers younger children and 
would be closed during services, split the views of vil¬ 
lage residents and church-goers but eventually permis¬ 
sion was received from the Parochial Church Council for 
the parish council to take forward the plans. 

After receiving the advice from planning officers the 
council put out an appeal for alternative sites and has 
spoken to private landowners but with no luck. 

Other suggestions for a possible site have included the

car park of Colyford Memorial Hall, although some 
members did not think was suitable, and an area at the 
far end of the car park at Colyton Grammar School. 

Councillor Colin Pady, chairman of Colyton’s Ameni¬ 
ties Committee, reported last week that headteacher of 
the school, Paul Evans, had been in touch and said he 
could put forward the idea to the school governers and 
then to the Secretary of State for Education, but coun¬ 
cillors were concerend this would not fit in with their 
tight timeframe and and that the site was too far from the 
village centre. 

Councillor Howard West, who is also Mayor of Coly¬ 
ford, suggested that they go ahead with the application 
at the chapel site, adding that they may receive planning 
permission as they had “exhausted all other possibili¬ 
ties”. 

Councillor Sheila Smith added: “Unless we go that far 
we will never know.” 

Councillor West hoped that if planning permission was 
received and the church gave the final go ahead for the 
project, they may be able to secure the funding even if 
the play area was not complete by spring 2015.

Results of the consultation are currently being 
analysed by Devon Library Service and the Friends 
of Colyton Library have been invited to discuss the 
outcome on September 15th. 

The Friends have already made plans on how they 
would like the library to be run in the future, as more 
of a community-led project in the light of budget 
cuts being made at county level.

The book provides a detailed study on the un¬ 
derground wireless station at Bewley Down, 
Devon, and also tells the story of Douglas Ingram, 
who recruited and ran a spy network covering 
Axminster, Chard and Stockland while managing 
his smallholding. 

Mr May was born in Edgbaston but spent most 
of his childhood in West Dorset. Educated at Sal¬ 
isbury Cathedral School and King's School, Bru¬ 
ton, he has travelled extensively over many years 


working in the Solomon Islands after leaving 
school before joining the Royal Navy in 1965. 

Serving for the following 34 years he specialised 
in hydrographic surveying conducting surveys in 
the Indian ocean, Persian Gulf and Antarctica as 
well as around the UK. 

His seagoing commands were HMS Beagle, HMS 
Roebuck and HMS Hecla when he took part in the 
first Gulf War in 1991. 

A Fellow of the Royal Geographical Society, he 
has undertaken a number of expeditions includ¬ 
ing Greenland (Pearyland) in 1969 and the Royal 
Geographical Society expedition to Musandam 
(Oman) in 1971. 

He retired in 1998, and now lives near Membury. 

The book launch will include a 20-minute video 
presentation of the restoration of the dugout at 
Bewley Down.

Club learns about the life of Brunei 


ISAMBARD Kingdom Brunei was a 
complex individual whose life has 
received much discussion. 

Brian Portch wisely restricted him¬ 
self to his engineering skills in his 
talk to Axminster Probus Club at 
their September meeting. 

Isambard’s father, Marc, was 
French but had married Sophia King¬ 
dom from Plymouth. Moving to 
America he was lured back to set up 
a system for the mechanical produc¬ 
tion of pulley blocks for the Navy - 
a system that lasted until 1965, an in¬ 
credible 162 years. 

Marc gave Isambard a wide educa¬ 
tion with an apprenticeship with a 
horologist, a period with a tool maker 
and the all-important engineering 
qualification in Paris. 

Isambard and his father went on to 
build the first tunnel under the 
Thames though it was blighted by 
lack of finance and, when completed 
in 1843, had cost many lives. He was 
injured in the early stages of the tun¬ 
nel and went to Bristol to recuperate 
where he put in a submission for a 
suspension bridge at Clifton. Finance 
was again a problem and though the 
towers were built in 1843 the bridge 
was not completed until 1864 and the 
designer did not live to see the 
longest suspension bridge in the 
world opened having died in 1859. 


In 1843, at the age of 27, Isambard 
persuaded the Bristol city fathers that 
he was the right man to build a rail¬ 
way between London and Bristol. 
Personally surveying the whole of 
the route he became responsible for 
the construction of probably the best 
railway in the country. It was not 
without controversy - the Maiden¬ 
head bridge was predicted to fail and 
the Box tunnel cost 100 lives. 

His genius was wide-ranging, re¬ 
sulting in the construction of the 
Tamar Royal Albert bridge in 1859 to 
a unique design. 

His experiment with the atmos¬ 
pheric railway south of Exeter was a 
failure as he was in advance of the 
technology of the day. 


While his extraordinary ability to 
design and build ships of advanced 
design has ensured his place in his¬ 
tory they were not generally a com¬ 
mercial success. 

This revered engineer, whom the 
West Country has adopted as its own, 
was hands-on, he got dirty and he 
drove himself to an untimely death. 
Arrogant in his self-belief he was 
usually right but not always so -. in 
other words a very human man.

THE Reverend Simon Crit- 
tall opens: “I was recently 
reading an article about 
atheism in contemporary 
Russia. 

“In the latest polls, only 
about four per cent of the 
population still declared 
themselves to be atheists, 
whereas the proportion of 
religious believers is 60 per 
cent and still rising. Yet the proportion of 
regular worshippers is less than 10 per cent. 
“The author suggested that this was proba¬ 
bly because before 1989 there were so few 
places of worship open that if people were 
to retain any faith at all it had to be without 
corporate participation. In England, the fig¬ 
ures for believers and worshippers are 
much the same but going down. We have 
not had communist repression, but we have 
had its opposite, compulsory religion. The 
figures do not surprise me - repression fos¬ 
ters faith, compulsion destroys it. 

“Eor many readers, thoughts and prayers 
this week will again probably be concerned 
about events in the Middle East and how 
they are affecting most people either di¬ 
rectly or indirectly. As we continue to help 
and pray, it seems that headway is at last 
being made by the western powers but ac¬ 
tion appears very slow. 

“Back in Devon high on prayers will be all 
those being ordained and beginning their 
ministry in mission at communities 
throughout the Exeter Diocese (and else¬ 
where across our land). Nineteen people 
will be ordained Deacon in our Diocese on 
Sunday, September 14th and a further 15 
will be ordained as priests over weekend 
September 27th and 28th - our prayers go 
out to them all. 

“There are many moves afoot to freshen up 
the continuous flow of magazines and jour¬ 
nals which may interest church folk and we 
record, first, following the recent launch of 
Church of England Devon, which takes the 
place of the former monthly diocesan news.

DS features metallic grey bodywork with a 
subtle shimmer that accentuates its lines. The 
body style captivates the observer at first 
glance with bold styling cues that reflect the 
image of DS. 

The wide, powerful front end features the 
‘DS Wings’ signature that was first seen on DS 
5LS. With DIVINE DS, this has been accentu¬ 
ated and is more upright for a heightened sense 
of prestige. In the centre, the radiator grille pro¬ 
vides a stunning setting for the DS emblem. 
Eloating diamond shapes, of different sizes and 
in varying shades of chrome, reflect light to 
give the radiator grille a ‘spatial’ effect. 

Viewed from the side, the lines of DIVINE 
DS form a sharp sweep along the length of the 
car, with the first stroke of the designer’s pen 


clearly visible. The dramatic waistline emerges 
as a circle around the rear lights and tapers 
away naturally at the front.

Another major styling highlight is the roof, 
which is truly unique with a design resembling 
the scales of a reptile. Playing on contrasts. 


these scales feature alternating effects - matt 
and satin, opaque and transparent - to play on 
the light inside and outside the car through 
changing reflections. The scale pattern extends 
over the rear window and can also be seen on 
the door mirrors. This forms a unique and en¬ 
chanting display that contrasts with the sensual 
curves of the car’s rear. 

An avant-garde interior display 
The cabin of DIVINE DS also features a 
spectacular display of contrasts, between the 
contours and relief of the driver’s cockpit and 
the flowing lines of the passenger seat.
